THE SPITZEDER SCHEME. 


A Woman’s Deposit Which Served as 
“a Model €or the Bosrtou Concern. 
From the Boston Advertiser. 


The case of Adele Spitzeder is a conspicu- 
ous example of a bank conducted on the pri.- 
ciple of mutual confidence only, all persons 
unwilling to trust the conductors of the bank 
implicitiy being excluded frum the privilege 
of sbaringin advance dividends that put all 
other investments to the blush. Adele 
Spitzeder operated in Munich, Germany, re- 
ceived deposits to the amount of not less than 
five million dollars, and finally was sent totve 
Penitentiary for three vears. Her father was 
a Munich actor, her mother a serlin actress, 
and Adele was nota success on the boards 
that signify the werid. In 1760 she foumd 
herself at Munich at the end of ber theatrical 
career, at atime when a frauduileat deposit 
company based on mere confidence was being 
exposed at Naples, Italy. the Napies con- 
cern paid from 4to10 per cent per month to 
depositors, and seems to have been taken by 
Adele Spiizeder for her model. Shetooka 
house in Schonfeld street, and made herse'f 
known through advertisements in the 
Navhbrichten, the most populace journal of 
Munich. Her first offer was to take money at 
abigh rate of interest. The iatter point 
made some one Willing: he brought others, 
and the shrewd induced the foolish to deposit 
in Adele Spitzeder’s Dachau Bank. She be- 
came apious Catholic, gave liberally tothe 
church, received the indorsement of priests 
und shrewd business men, and the p2asants, 
servante, farmers and the honest p vor took 
their savings to her by the hundred thousand. 
In two years the enterprise had assumed gi- 
gantic proportions, and the exposure was 
brought about by an accident. The 
Nachrichten or News discovered that the 
Spitzeder woman did not reinvest her money, 
but letit slide into her cellar beneath her 
counting- room, and took from there waat she 
wanted for her tawdry ornaments, the few 
wortbless houses that she bought, the pres- 
ents which she madetothe church, and the 
loans which she made wt influential 
persons by way of hush money. 
In February, 1872, the Nachrichten brought a 
series of articles exposing the woman, her 
bank and her transactions. The Arcabisbop 
and the board of charities joinedthe Nacb- 
richten, and warned the depositors of an un- 
avoidable catastrophe. The effect was ni', 
The Nichrichter simply advertised the bank, 
which bad become stfliciently powerful to 
subsidize a paper of its own, and soon there 
was a struggle between the bank, its foolish 
depositors, itsshrewd depositors, the ultra- 
montanes and numerous priests on one side, 
while the liberals, the legitimate banks, the 
Protestants and a few Catholic prelates stood 
enthe otber. The ultramontane Vaterlaod 
was ber organ, and her business increased so 
rapidly that she had numerous branches. Her 
szents received enormous rovalties,and she

Her Prole business collapsed like a bubble, 
her agents retired to safe grouads, her de- 
fenders complained of having mude a_ mis- 
take, and only the honest poor confessed 
how much money they had left with the wo- 
man. ‘the police took possession of the 
house, discovered ber mode of doing busi- 
ness. and finally sho was sent to the peni- 
tentiary for three years. But itis afact that 
the whole enterprise flourished through the 
confidence which she demanded, and that it 
collapsed when the confidence, unreasoning 
in both cases, was withheld. Her strength 
lay in the support of priests, andin the sums 
which she advanced to persons in high sta- 
tions: nexttothis she bad the support of 
several newspapers, and of the shrewd men 
who looked through tke palpable fraud, but 
prepared to make hey while thesun of Adele 
Spitzeder was shining uponthem. Sbe kept 
no books, except memoranda, and her ered- 
jiors received in conclusion but a nominal 
dividend. ‘Tbe full truth it was impossible, 
even fur the Government, to ascertain; but 
ber collapse cszured a catastrophe felt 
throvgbout Southern -Buvaria for several 
years. The opinion has been expresicd that 
she received in ali $20,600,000, one-half of this 
amount after her first expo-ure. Her trial 
showed her to have received about $5,000,000. 
This movew was used for interest, ustially at 
the rate of four per cent a month, and for 
expenses, the latter including a few worth- 
less investments in seal estate, enormous 
commiussicns. persamal expenses, and heavy 
subsidies. Kven during her trial, many per- 
sons in good standivg shielded her, and testi- 
fiedio her favor. Butit wasthe poor work- 
people whe had to bear the brunt of the loss. 


Hoaxipg in England.

Another supposed hoax, which is exciting 
some little attention,is a report that a lion 
belonging to a traveling menagerie has got 
loose and, it is said, with terrible vagueness, 
is prowlivg about somewbere or other seeking 
whom it may devour. The first scene of the 
beast’s reputed wanderings was the Bin- 
stead Downs, iu the neighborhood of which 
the Epsom races arerun,and since then the 
lion is said to have gotinto Richmond Park, 
the result of these statements being, of 
course, tocauze a perfect panic among the 
timid people in whose midst the voracious 
beast may or may notbe. There is good rea- 
son, however, to believe that the whole story 
of the escape of the lion is nothing more than 
a practical joke, and certainly we have heard 
something very like it more than once before.

sor Park. Of course, there was not a word of 
truth in any of these rumors, Sut the practi- 
cal joke was successful enough while it last- 
ed. Nor does the hoaxing mania end here, 
forinthe northo? London there is a ghost! 
Every pight thousands of people collect about 
the church-yard of the Chapel of Ease, at 
Halloway, in the expectation of catching a 
glimpse of ‘‘an apparition robed in white”? 
whichis said to haunt the burial-ground. 
This has been going on for weeks in spite of 
the efforts of the police to disperse the mobs 
that assemble, and althouga the worthy vicar 
of the parish has actually preached a sermon 
about it. The pecple begin to collect soon 


after nightfall aud remain till midnight, or | 


even later. There are those who declare that 
they bave actually seen the chost,and if proof 
were wanting thatthe ghost does appear, it 
is supplied by anenterprising photographer, 
who has focused the scene, ghost and all,and 
who does a roaring trade by seiling imores- 
sions of the negative.

Bright Oases in the Dreary Waste of 
Regular Sight-Seelog. — | 
L. J. Jennings in New York World. 

There are cettain spots om the continent 

where a man micht well be content to make a 
long pause, taking in a large stock of rest and 
health for future use. Sucha pises is Bran- 
nen, on Lake Lucerne (properly the Bay of 
Uri), but almost ge Hoag rushes off to the 
huge caravanserai, the Schweizerhof—good 
of its kind, but the kind is not good. Another 
sucha spotis Bavene, on Lake Magziore, 
where there 1s ope of the most comfortable 
and home-like hotels in the world—the hote 
Belle Vue. This is one of the houses kept by 
a private family, wbo apply their whole time 
aud attention to the task of making their 
gucsis cemfortable. The waters of the lake 
come up totbe gardens ef the hotel, and the 
views from the windows are most lovely. Dae 
bed-rooms aie quiet, the waiters polite, tae 
dinners unexceptionable. Close by are the 
wonderful gardens of the Isola Bella, belong- 
ing to the old and powerful [talian family, the 
Ccunts Borromeo. In these gardens there 
are lopg «roves of magnolia aad or- 
ange trees, andthe flowers of the jasmine 
are as large asarose. The palace itscif con- 
tafis Many Wonderiul works of art, includ- 
ing sume old Florentine intaid cabinets worth 
yoing scores of miles to see. It farsurpasses 
in beauty the — drawn by Claude Mel- 
notte intbe rhapsody at whose extrava- 
gance we have all laughed. Comois doubt- 
less a finer lake than Maggiore, and [ have 
nothing to say against the well-known hotel 
at Bellagio, but for rest and peace and as 
a center for quiet exploration, there 1s no 
place on the italian iakes to be compared 
with Baveno. Perhaps tbat is why Queen 
Victoria chose it as her residence during her 
visit to Italy last year, and according to the 
inbabitants sue walked about the neighbor- 
hood day after day, from morning till night, 
although the weather at the time was _ far 
from favorable. Yet few American travelers 
halt more than one night—if so much—at 
Baveno, but fly on to Lugano, where thev are 
almost dragged out of their beds by the fleas. 
Avy one who sleeps well at the Hotel du 
Pare at Lugano must have a good tough skin 
and wiil carry away with him some lively me- 
mentoes of bis visit. 

As for Paris, it is becoming more and more 
ditticult to find either of the two things which 
once made it famous—a good hotel or a good 
dinner. Noise, crowds and confusion are the 
characteristics of the large hotels to which 
most peopje now resort, and the cafes have 
been spoiled by travelers who possess more 
money than taste or judgment. The dinners 
served up are totally devoid of that ‘“‘sim- 
plicity’? which is generally supposed to be a 
distiguishing merit of French cookery. The 
one object of the waiters is torus up as long 
a bill asthey oan. A Parisian friend of mine 
with whom I once wert to dine at the Cafe 
Voisin said tome, *‘If | were to eat my din- 
ner here three times a week for a month I 
ehould be dead. Theyre rich sauces and indi- 
gestible dishes are manufactured for stranc- 
ers, andcomparatively few Frenchmen come 
to this house or to any house like it.’ 
Like the shops on the boulevards and 
In the Rue de la Paix, = special 
articlesare sodid for strangers and a special 
tariff is also tixed forthem. There is scarce- 
ly anything in Paris which a Frenchman could 
pot buy for about half the price demanded 
frem aforeigner. ‘ihe Magasin du Louvre 
andtbe Bon Marche profess to have fixed 
rates from which they never depart, but the 
choicest descriptions of goods are not, asa 
rule, found there. Travelers have demoral- 
ized Paris shop-keepers. A ‘*Worth dress,”’ 
for instance, can only be obtained at Mr. 
Worth’s. By the by, I must make amends to 
Mr. Worth in regardto that Indian shawll 
mentioned inatetter some time ago. His 
talk of ‘‘suppressing the green’? must have 
been only ajoke. I nave seen the saawl stuce 
ipits sittered form as a cloak, and amore 
beautiful object of Cress li Would be quite 
imp ssibie toimagine.

When the command- 
er of the garrison heard that one of his sol- 
diers had been accused of firing the shots he 
made an investigation and found that not one 
of his troops had been absent that night. 


Biscuit For Horses. 
From the London News. 


A singular experiment is at present under 
trialinthe French army. The Minister of 
War, anxious to reduce the buik of provisions 
to be carried during a campaign, has ordered 
that a new kind of biscuit should be used as 
food for the horses. On the conclusion of the 
present maneuvers, the experiment will be 
rigidly tested. Two squadrons of cavalry 
and a battery of artillery willat once be put 
under the new system. The circular ofthe 
Minister directs all the details, and orders 
that a commission composed of four oflicers 
and a veterinary surgeon should see that the 
instructions are completely carried out, and 
report on their progress and results. The se- 
lected horses are to be weighed and measured 
aceoss the shoulders before the experiment 
commences, and two other squadrons of cay- 
alry andabattery of artillery are to be se- 
lected, composed, 2s nearly as can be, of ani- 
mals of the same weight and size. The latter 
are to be placed underthe war allowance of 
fodder, and both at oncetobe subjected to 
the estimated average faticues of a campaign. 
During twelve days the experiment will be 
follewed out, while the oflicers charged with 
its conduct will constantly report on its re- 
sults. The horses areto be supplied with 
the new food onthe first day of the cam- 
paign, without any transition or preparation 
for the change. The biscuits are to be broken 
up, but not to be moistened, and the horses 
are tobe watered before each meal.

A BOSTON THIEF. 


How Loyal Mr. Woodward Bobbed the 
City Treasury of $92,000. 
Boston Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 


The treasury of the city of Boston has been 
robbed of $92,000. I+ is in the sinking fund 
department that the deficit occurs, and the 
person that seems chiefly responsible is James 
A. Woodward, for fifteen years in the mu- 
nicipality’s service, and the Chief Clerk of 
Treasurer Dennie. Sometime agoa slight 
discrepancy in Woodward’s accouuts was 
discoveied, but when the matter was 
called to his attention the sus- 
pected man so plausibly explained away what 
bad attracted attention primarily, that the 
suspicion did not approach to the propor- 
tions of a reality until the books had been 
carefully examined, and this labor has been 
in progress since Friday iast, until late on 
Saturday and last night. The investigation 
was continued when the fact of serious dis- 
crepancies seemed to be established, Mr. Ager 
called atthe Merchants’ Bank, and requested 
a transcript of the business done with 
the bank on account of the sinking 
funds since last January. This was 
furnished, and on a comparison with 
the accounts, fumds, checks, and stubs of 
check book, it was found tbat a variance of 
$62,000 was apparent in a check of the num- 
ber and corresponding with its stub on the 
margin; that is to say, the check called for 
$62,000 more than the stubindicated. The 
discovery created a breeze, which iucreased 
when an apparent discrepancy of $30,009 was 
found in the city account atthe bank. The 
first proceeding was to find Mr. Woodward 
and demand an explanation. This was done, 
Mr. Woodward being waited upon at his 
house in Jamaica Plains by Mr. Dennie. On 
mention of a missing check for $30,000, which 
bad not been deposited tothe city’s account 
in the bank, Pe y pe to the City Treas- 
urer omthe 3dor 4th of October, Woodward 
acknowledged thatin one case he had been 
remits. The check was paid too latein the 
day to be deposited, and he had put it in his 
office pocketbook, where for two weeks he 
bad overlooked it. Allotber matters he de- 
clared were correct, and he professed to be 
able to demonstrate the truth of his declara- 
tions when he specere’ at the office on Tues- 
day morning. But Woodward failed to ap- 
pear, and it being supposed that, in 
accordance with his custom, he might 
be on his yacht Ivy, inquiry was made as to 
its whereabouts. Word camethat the boat 
was riding at anchor off City Point, but on 
Saturday morning Mr. Woodward was still an 
absentee, anda telephone inquiry brought 
back the answer that the Ivy, with Mr. Wood- 
ward on board, had hoisted canvass and 
sailed out into the bay Thursday morning. 

Meanwhile, books in Woodward’s charge 
were undergoing examinationin the Treas- 
urer’s oftice, and the accounts were found to 
be very badly muddled, unaccountable trans- 
fers from the city account to the city fund 
and frem the sinking fund to the city account 
having frequentiy been made. Great was the 
astonishment when the discovery was made 
that the raised check was made as far back as 
April last, and that since that time Wood- 
ward’s accounts had undergone examiaation 
by the Commiitee on the Treasury Depart- 
ment, who were aided by an expert account- 
aut, ard made a report showing no 
appreciation apparently of the fact that con- 
fusion reigned in Woodward’s books. What 
excited the greatest surprise was the discov- 
ery«f hundreds of lctters from a woman 
named Amy Knowlton, who, itis said, has

One lot of rolls, enclosing one envelope 
with $600, was found in the cupboard in the 
Treasurer’s office; anotber, with about $400, 
was found in Weodward’s desk, and several 
similar amounts were also discovered with 
other payrolls. 


MRS. ABBOTTI’S SEARCH. 


In Seeking Her Lost Parents She Finds 
an Unknown Sister. 
From the New York Sun, 


The Sun some time ago published an ac- 
count of the efforts of one Mrs. Abbott, of 12 
Little Water street, Brooklyn, to find herrel- 
atives, from whom she believes she was ab- 
ducted in 1853, when she was four or five 
years old. Mrs. Abbott could remember a 
few things about her early life, among them 
that there wasa school near by her home, 
whose teacher was accustomed to reward the 
good pupils on Friday with candy. From 
this fact sbe recocnized her early home in the 
vicinity of York street, Brooklyn. She 
remembers also that she was taken 
to the Five Points House of Industry, 
and thence was adopted by a woman resid- 
ing up town inthis city. She ran away from 
ber foster mother because of her cruelty, was 

icked up by the police, and was sent to the 
New York Juvenile Asylum. Here she gays 
sbe was treated almost inhumanly, uatil, 
with a compiny of children, she was sent out 
West. Sbe found a home witha farmer’s 
fumily in Illinois, and wasreared by them. 
She subsequently married, and she says that 
she began a search for her parents in conse- 
quence of a letter from a lawyer of this city 
indicating that she was entitled to some 
property. Until recently Mrs. Abbott be- 
lieved that her family name was Taylor. She 
found ina Brooklyn paper of July 12, 1858, 
that the police had picked up a girl who gave 
the nameof Taylor, and that the child re- 
mained unclaimed. This item Mrs. Abbott 
believes had reference to herself, and she be- 
lieves she found her way into the Five Points 
as a wail. 

A few days after the first publication m the 
Sun Mrs. Abbott received a letter from Mrs. 
E!iza Jane Williams of Baltimore and Fred- 
erick streets, Baltimore, asking her for fur- 
ther particulars about her life, the writer 
saying that she, too, had -been parted from 
her parents when very young, and that she 
hed a missing sister whom she believed was 
Mrs. Abbott, as their experiences were s» 
simijar. A correspondence followed, as a re- 
sult of which Mrs. Abbott and Mrs. Williams 
have concluded they are sisters. Mrs. Ab- 
bott wrote all that sbe remembered of her 

srents, and Mrs. Williams did the same. 

hey agreed as to many facts, but as Mrs. 
Williams is the elder ber memory is clearer, 
and Mrs. Abbott is convinced that she is mis- 
taken in her memory of her name, and that 
it was Abigsil Rowley instead of Taylor, as 
Mes. Williams, whose maiden name 
was Eliza Jane Rowley, SASS, 
and tbat her father’s name was Joseph Row- 
ley, asailor or seacaptain. Her father and 
mother, she recollects, parted, but she be- 
lieves that both are still living, and she is 
anxious to tind them or to learn of their fate. 
The letters that have passed between the 
supposed sisters are most affectionate. Their 
object now is to find their father or mother, 
and to reunite the members of a household 
shattered many years ago.

THE PRE-CHRISTIAN CROSS. 


Was Ita Mystic Symbol or Merely an 
Inevitable Ornament? 
St. James’ Gazetie, Se ptember 28. 


It bas long been known that the cross oc- 
curs as a mystic and apparently religious em- 
biem on Bumerous Monuments and works of 
art dating from many centuries before the 
Christian era, and much has been written as 
to its origin and meaning in Koaland, io 
France end of course, above all, ia Germany. 
Recently, bowever, Mr. Thomas, a well- 
known arcpxologist, has published as a 
pamphlet a paper originally raad by bim be- 
fore the Numismatic society last autumn on 
‘*The Indian Swastika and its Western Coun- 
terparts,’’ in which he gives what seems at 
first sight «a plausiole explanation of 
the problem. The Swastika, or, 
as Dr. Ludwig Miller cails it, ‘‘ls croix 
gammee,” isoneof the common mystical 
signs of India, and it consists of a Multese 
or equal-limbed cross, each of whose limbs is 
terminated by a short lipe at right angles to 
it, so that the whole figure presents tne ap- 
pearance of four, gammas, arranged radially 
with their feet together. Mr. Thomas in- 
geniousty connects this Indian symbol with 
all the pre-Christian crosses and adapts 1t to 
the once fashionable but now waning theory 
of universal solar worship. The embiem 
resolves itself, according to our latest teacher, 
into the primitive conception of the s.n’s 
motion, which was figured by the early mind 
as that of arolling caror wheel. [nthe ear- 
liest Chald:ean diagrams the sun is represent- 
ed at the first as a simple ring or outdine cir- 
cle. Later on, the notion of onward revoly- 
ing motion is given by the insertion of a cross, 
or four wheei-like spokes, within the rim or 
circumference of ihe circle. These crossbars 
are afterwards elaborated into new and more 
involved patterns. Similariy, in India, the 
prime emblem of the sun isa simpiering, 
worn to the present day as the caste-mark or 
device of the modern sun-worshippers. The 
Swastika, acoording to Mr. Thomas, is ony 
the same emblem with the addition of the 
spokes, and with a slight break in the curves 
to give the idea of rapid movement. But if 
the gammated cross—the cross with spurs— 
represents the sun in motion, then the simple 


cross of four equal bars must represent the- 


sun in his en 9 mid-day stoppage—must 
be symbolical of the spokes at rest. Again, 
the familiar triquetra or symbol of three 
radial human legs and feet—the emblem of 
Sicily and of the Isle of Man—isin like man- 
ner intended still further to convey tae idea 
of rapid motion, and it certainly succeeds in 
giving the rotary impression with great effect. 
Thus, if Mr. Thomas be correct, this well- 
known emblem must also be held to refer 
originally to the sun. The _iliustrations 
witn which bis pamphlet is supplied 
certainly add great weight to the 
opinions expressea. They show the Swasti- 
ka, the triquetea and the cross in every form 
and combination, from Assyrian, Trojan, In- 
dian and Greek origipals; acd in many cases 
it can not be denied that these figures must 
clearly be regarded as representing the sun. 
Scmetimes the circle with the cross inscribed 
occurs alone; sometimes it occurs in con- 
jurction with the crescent moon or the plau- 
ets. In certain Syracusan coins the sun and 
the triquetra appear interchangeatly in what 
is otherwise the same device, showing that 
the artist considered the two figures to 
be quite identical in signification. Altogeth- 
er, Mr. Thomas’ evidence may be regarded 
as very strove sofar as it goes and as sufli- 
ciently establishing the fact that by the later 
Greeks and Hindoos at least the cross, the 
Swastika and the triquetra were all accepted 
as representing the sun. 

But when we come to consider the question 
in a wider aspect itis doubtful wheiher we 
have yet got tothe real root of the matter. 
Mr. Thomas, like most other historical arch- 
xologists, confines himself rather strictiy to 
the historical period. But of late years pre- 
historic investigators have begun to grow 
more and more cautious about accepting those 
theories of solar myths and solar worship 
which were so fashionable when Mr. Max 
Muller was stidl our leadinglight. Now it so 
happens that every one of the symbols figured 
by Mr. Thomas, except only the triquetra, oc- 
curs in primitive wcrss of art as an ornament 
upon pre-historic pottery or metal work of 
the bronze age in England or France. M. 
Cbantre has noted them ail in his great work, 
‘*‘I/Age du Bronze;” and in Mr. Boyd Daw- 
kin’s recent book, **Marly Man in Britain,” 
a whole collection of examples is 
engraved, most of which show a striking an- 
alogy to those of Mr. Thomas’ plates. There 
are among these bronze age patterns simple 
circles and systems of concentric circles ex- 
actly similarto the ‘*Solar symbols”? from 
Chaidea and India. There are crosses, sim- 
ple and compound,with double parallei tines. 
with inscribed circles, and with balis in their 
angles. Finally, there is the indubitable 
Swastika itself, exactly like one of the com- 
monest Indian models. With them, however, 
there is one significant addition—a series of 
triangles, dotted or cross-barred, and with 
various other minor modifications, similar to 
those of the circles and crosses. Such trian- 
gles are also found among the sacred marks 
of India. 


Now it is true thatthe inhabitants of Brit- 
ain and Gaul during the bronze age were al- 
most certainly Celts, and therefore originaliv 
Aryansfrom Central Asia. Hence it may 
perhaps be contended that they brought witn 
them these sacred symbols, relics of their so- 
lar faith, from the primitive Aryan com- 
mon home, as the Brahmans and Kshatri- 
yas took them Into India. But against this 
view it may be urged that the bronze age ex. 
amples are probably more ancient than any of 
Mr. Thomay’ figures, and certainly more an- 
cient than the greater partofthem. This be- 
ing so, they oughtto exhibit the gradations 
between the circle and the Swastika even 
more clearly than the latter specimens, but 
asa matter of fact they do nothing ofthe 
kind. They do not even include the eircle 
with the inscribed spokes or crosses. Hence 
the profane mind is tempted to mxke a sug- 
gestion Which, after the mystica! interpreta- 
tions of the older school, will sound per- 
haps shockingly practical and commonplace. 
Is it not natural enough that these 
tbree very simple figures—the circie, the tri- 
angle and the cross (which consis's after all 
only of two straight bars intersecting one an- 
otber st right angles)—sbould be chosen bya 
primitive people as easy and pretty designs to 
stamp upon pottery or metal and to make the 
plain string-courses which ornamented most 
oftheir commonimplements? Itis true an 
enthusiastic mystic might interpret the trian- 
gie as referring to the Indian Trinity or to 
some like element in the primitive Aryan 
creed; but tke three patterns seem so natural, 
their variations are sosimple as well as so 
purely decorative in character, and thev oc- 
cur on such common household goods that 
the merely ornamental interpretation seems 
far the easiest, at least for the articles of the 
bropzeage. The designs of that age are 
nearly all geometrica), and animals or floral 
forms are not represented. Butwith a race 
incapable of imitating organic shapes and just 
beginning to invent for itself a decorative 
style, these three elementary figures—the cir- 
cle, the triangle and the cross—seem the first 
which would naturally suggeet themselves, as 
two of them still do, to children in playing 
the game of fox and goose. ‘‘Naughts and 


crosees’’ are indeed the very mos: original 


elements in all decorative art. 

If this be really the origin of the eroas and 
the other like symbols, it is not dificult to 
see how, with nations such as the Hindoos and 
the Assyriens. they came tu beara mystic 
significance. Being avery used in orpa- 
ment, they were naturally given a sacred

or the cross come to be inscribed inthe gir. 
cle to represent the spokes of the sun-whee}. 
After all, it is probably the imporiance of tha 
cross in our own Christian symbolism which 
has ever led ustoinquire so curiously into 
the origin of what must be allowed to be, 
when all is said, a very simple and almost ig. 
evitable ornamental pattern. 


LAW AMONG SAVAGES. 


One Hundred Lashes on the Bare 
Back of an Indian. 
From the San Diego Union. 


M.S. Root, of this city, a gentleman whose 
veracity will not be questiuned in this com- 
munity, gives us the fullowing statement of 
ascene which he witnessed a short time 
since in the eastern portion of this county: 
**I] was at Campo on October 1. An Indian 
had been found guilty of breaking into the 
house of Mr.Herrick and stealing aome blan- 
kets. He was tried before Justice of the Peace 
Gaskiil and turned over to the old Indian Al- 
calde and six chiefs for punishment. They 
sentenced him to receive 100 lashes. They 
were just getting ready to tie him up as | 
started for dinner after putting out my team. 
The prisoner was a large young man, six feet 
bigh and well proportioned. He was tied up 
by the wris‘s with a long rope, and the rope 
was passed through the springs of a high seat 
on one side of a wagon and over the other 
side, the victim being drawn up 80 that his 
feet would justtouch the ground. His feet 
were spread and each tied to the wagon- 
spokes, and bis body was tied at the hips, 

is shirt was removed, and then a stalwart 
Indian administered the punishment with a 
leather mariat, by whirling it around his head 
and bringing it down with his utmost force 
upon the naked body of the _ prisoner. 
The blood poured from the writhing man’s 
back. After a strorg man had administered 
fifty strokes he was so exhausted by the task 
that he gave way to another fiend, a younger 
and more muscular Indian, who continued 
the infamous torture. Fifty lashes had al- 
ready been laid on, andthe young devil con- 
tinued to cutinto the flesh of the prisoner 
fifty times more. Isparea recital of the 
awful shrieks and cries of the poor, tortured 
creature. When the 100 lashes had been thus 
administered the Indian Alcaide told the al- 
most dying man to leave the country, or he 
would be hung if heever came back. Mr. 
Gaskill says: **After one of these Indians 
has been whipped once he never will steal 
again; it makes a ‘good Indian’ of him. This 
prisoner, when let down, fell to the ground, 
and could not move witbout support from his 
sister. 


PERILS OF POLITICS. 


Or the Story of How a Rich Man Be- 
came Poor. 
From the Boston Hera!d. 


Twclve years ago A. W.Smith, of Damas- 
cus, Wayne county, Pa., was a peddler of 
notions throughout Northeastern Pemmsviva- 
nia apd the adjicent counties of New York. 
While ridin. ‘S69 on the Erie Railroad he 
was selieus!, i: ired bya passing train. For 
thisinjury he received damages tothe amount 
of $15,000. With this capital he became tie 
partner of his stepfather, David Fortnam, in 
the lumber business. They had the contract 
for furnishing all the material used in mak- 
irg the shipping boxes of the Gien Cove Starci 
Works, on Long Island. This alone required 
the shipment of 2,000,000 feet of bass~wood a 
year. The contract was very profitable, and 
in a few years the firm. of Fvurtnam 
& Smith was considered one of the wealthiest 
in the Delaware lumber regions. Smith then 
went into politics, andin 1876 was nominee 
for Assembly im Waynecountv. Some trouble 
arising, he agreed to resign, in consideration 
that the expenses incurred by him should b2 
paid back. He was given a note for $600 by 
three pri minent Democrats, but who after- 
ward refused to pay it. The casejwas carried 
into court, and after a costly trial, Smith final- 
ly obtained judgment. The excitement at- 
tending politics and the extended litigation 
led bim into excesses, which grew on him rap- 
idly. He invested in fast - horses and 
hired trainers to look after them. He became 
a frequent visitor to New York,and a well- 
kpown habitue and one of the most prodigal 
patrons of its notorious resoits. A fortnight 
ago he had a draft for a large sum on Duryea 
& Co.,of Glen Cove, cashed atthe Deposit 
Bank, as was his custom. It was returned 
protested. Smith bkaddisappeared, and his 
whereabouts were unknown. LHle left debts 
to the amount of — $25,000, and hada col- 
lected most of the bills duetbe firm. The 
payment of these debts will ruin Smith’s 
step-father. Smith is in Canada, and his 
family has gone there to join him. 


A Mexican Monster.

The Tribune has informationfrom Heerford 
county that Antonio Mestes, a Mexican, mur- 
dered his wife and babe most horribly a few 
days ago. He first knocked the woman down 
with a club and then seized a knife and with 
it lacerated the lower portion of the woman’s 
body, cutting out immense pieces of flesh. 

He then deliberately ripped open the womb 
and took the still living chiid from it, whica he 
dashedtothe floor and stamped upon until life 
was extinct. Af.er this he tore the body of 
bis wife almost apart, and after further mull- 
lations fled. 

He was found near his old home and placed 
in a school-house for sufe keeping with a 
guard of two men. It having vecome 
generally known that he had been overtaken, 
and his whereabouts being ascertained, 2 
body of sixty men was soon got together, who 
maiched to the school-bouse about 10 o’clock 
at night, and, taking him out, proceeded to 
administcr punisbment to Me:-tes for bis 
crimes.

Victorio, the great Indian chief, and his 
entire band were blotted out by the Mexi- 
ans at Los Castillo on the l4thinst. ‘The 
ry ot his mad rebellion, flight and death 
is only a repetition of the history of aborig- 
inal war since the Pequods were burned 
out by the first New Englanders. Victorio 
was only asavage. He had but afew gen- 
eral ideas that the land he was born upon 
and over which his ancestors had roved 
was his and his tribe’s; that it was his 
right to hold this land against all comers; 
that it was his duty to avenge his wrongs 
in the Indian way. He was eminently un- 
fitted for civilization—even for the very 
rudimentary and simple civilization of 
the frontier agencies. He could not be 
brought to sce the radient blessings of 
white rule, -which blessings, in the 
shape of rotten blankets and sized calico, 
mouldy pilot bread and rancid pork, he 
would have preferred dispensing with al- 
together. The alcohol of the Caucasian 
alone appealed to him, but he had enough 
of the savage left in him not to barter 
everything even for it. 

The few tribes on the continent which 
have not already gone the way of Victo- 
rio’s band will soon follow him. The 
causes are easily discernible for their wild 
revolt and extermination. The Indian 
has no chance’ iu this year of grace 
i880, evenif he wished to be assimilated 
into the nation. Ieis surrounded by civ- 
ilized savages who are mucb better organ- 
ized for destruction than he is, and mani- 
fest destiny finishes the affair. There are 
peace societies all over the world, the gos- 
pel gf love has been preached for eighteen 
cenfuries, and yet right beneath the blaz- 
ing star of empire in the West the old- 
fashioned: work of exterminating a 
weaker race is going rignt on with 
sa much enthusiasm and vigor as 
though we were Anglo-Saxons under 
Hengist and Porsa just landed in Celtic 
Britain. A thousand miles away from the 
frontier we can afford to feel a sentimental 
pity for a vanishing people. We deprecate 
the violence of their exit from this over- 
crowded world, and yet it is only a genera- 
tion ago that we were doing the same work 
here in Missouri. That the Indian must 
zo is a settled proposition which only the 
Indian vainly negatives. IHlaving recognized 
this fully,there is no reason why we should 
Victorio, a pant- 
ing fugitive, with his little body of devoted 
followers, men, women amd children, hunt- 


ed down over miles and miles of the rug- 
ced Mexican frontier, with foes upon all 
sides and not a friend that dared to speak 
for them, is not a spectacle for a great na- 
tional jubilee. The gentle savage fought 
the best fight he could, and when 
his ammunition was all gone, when 
his people were dying of hunger and fa- 
tigue, the Mexicans cornered him in the 
mountains and massacred every man and 
a large share of the women and children in 
his party. His fangs were drawn, or the 
greasers would not have come away with 
but three killed and three wounded. Vic- 
torio simply paused in his hopeless flight 
and accepted death.There was nothing else 
for bim or his braves or their squaws and 
young ones in the broad continent where 
his forefathers had lived a_ thousand 


years,

cision upon the fact that an ordinance has 
been introduced into the City Council 
which, if passed, will alter the mode of 
clearing away the slops of the city, and 
leave it tothe discretion of the Board of 
liealth. Itistime thata little plain lan- 
guage be used upon this subject. so that the 
men who will be called upon to vote for 
and against this ordinance will know what 
they are being asked todo. The Charter 
has provided that the slop contract shall be 
let to the lowest and best bidder, and as 
long as the Board of Health could 
construe these words into meaning the 
present contractor there was no difficulty 
ataW. The City Counselor, however, has, 
in a most revolutionary opinion, suddenly 
unsettled the reason of the Board by the 
paradoxical statement that the words 
‘lowest bidder’’ meant the lowest bidder, 
and not the highest bidder. This being 
done and there being no apparent means by 
which this opinion could be overruled, it 
was necessary to cast about for some new 


way in which the law might be evaded and 
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the men who own the First Ward ‘still 
might get their municipal pickings, and be 
kept in a peaceable and grateful frame of 

mind toward their benefactors.

The 
second question is answered by pointing 
out the injustice of the present system of 
tariff, and the third is answered with the 
assurance that if sent to Congress he (Mr. 
Allen) will labor to lighten the duty on 
some articles and increase it on others. 
In other words, the candidate is opposed 
to class Proteetion, andis in favor ofa 
wise. tariff for purposes of revenue. 
He is a tariff reformer. It is not sur- 
prising to be told that Mr. Allen’s 
letter has too much free trade woof in it

This worning his wife awoke as usual alit- 
tle befure five o’ciock. Her;busband usually 
slept in the front room ot the third story with 
his eldest son; hence his absence from her 
side was not 1emarkable. She got up from the 
bed und before she drew ou 
her clothes started into the front room to light 
thelamp. It was verv durkin the house and 
rothinpg could be made outinthe room at all 
as sbe opened the door. The floor, however, 
was damp and she evidently moved her bare 
feet about on the boards to discover the Cause 
ot the dainpness before going over to the bu- 
1cau, where the lamp was. When 
she drew A match along the 
wall, even in its first blue gleam she was abie 
to see that her busband was sitting in his ac- 
customed rocking-chair. As the hgbt 
grew brighter he seemed to have 
fallen asleep there. His bead was bent over to 
one side and his whole form had a shadowy 
limpness aboutit. But whenthe resinous lit- 
tle bleze flared up to its fullest, shesaw what 
made her shriek out shrilly and = rusb 
from the room, only wanting t get away from 
the stark and biood-bedabbied corpse that 
bad been her husband. Her cries soon awoke 
the neighbors. Te Kesslers occupied the 
third floor of what appears to be a 
crowded German tenement house, and the 
woman was soon removed from the scene. 
Then little Knots ot uwe-strnck men and wo- 
men came in twos and threes softly up 
the staiis and looked into the room. 
Jhelamp onthe bureau was lhghted and the 
mivsterionus shadows that had haunted the 
corpse by the feeble splinter-light dispelled. 
It wes then noticed that Kessier’s boy 
was stiJl sleeping on tbe Obed, but 
a few feet away fromthe mangled body, and 
tender hands soon conducted him away, 
drowsily wondering what all the bother was 
about and what bau becomeof nis tather. 

IN THE MORNING, 

About 5:30 Officer Hulwell was notified, and 
he enterea the room where the corpse wua-,ex- 
amined the wcundin his head, took a ru3ty 
oid six-shooter out of the dead man’s hand 
and went off to reportto bis superiors. Then 
the steady stream of morbid sight-seers be- 
gan to pour in and the friends of 
the family were kept busy showing 
the corpse to friends ofthe deceased. A Posrt- 
DISVATCH reporter was evidently mistaken 
for one of the curiosity-bunters, audit was 
some time before he could win entrance into 
the chamber of the dead. A manand woman 
were in the first room upon the floor, keeping 
watch and ward, and from them 
some details of Kessler’s lite and death 
were learned. The reporter was 
ledinto the front room, and there, upona 
rocking-chair, wasthe corpse. It was living 
rather than sitting, tiie legs stretched out ana 
the »are feet blaeiy pointing towards the boots 
which the dead m#n nad tuken off as his last 
actinlife. He had had no stockings on, avd 
arimof bis pants atthe foot was turned up. 
No one who has not seen a dead man’s feet can 
believe how cadavcrous they look, The eye 
slowly traveied up the jcans pants andthe 
coarse but cleanly clothes in which the body 
was attired, untilitrested atthe head. This 
was canted over to the lettsice, hanging over 
the leit shoulder so far thatthe main current 
of the blood had ¢ropped ciear of the coat. 
The right side ot the skull was 
broken, au small hole where the 
fatal bullet had gonein, and onthe lett sidea 
similar but larger aperture where the bullet 
had left. There was blood upon everything. 
Little rills had run down his neck and throat 
untilthey were lost beneath the shirt, and a 
great puddle of blood was upon the floor by 
the chair and directly under hessier’s head. 
So much had fallen that it Bad streamed 
away toward the door, where foot- prints might 
stillbe made outinit. It was slowly coagu- 
lating, and its gory red was in strony contrast 
with the blancned blueish look of the peaked 
tace and thin, jimp hands. 

THE CAUSE. 

Sticking half wav out of the dead man’s 
vest pocket was a card upon wonich the words 
‘“*G. Kort—,’’ ‘*Best Whis—,’’ ‘‘Sample 
Kkoo—,’’ could be read on the exposed pur- 
tion. This singular coincidence might be 
taken as the moral of the whole story. It was 
diink, and Orink alone, the tamily assert, 
which cau-edtherash act.

THE EPIZOOTY. 


A Diversity of Opinions as to Its 
Prevalence.

The Disease in St, Louis of a Very Mild 
Form.

An investigation to-day failed to reveal any- 
thing new concerning the epizootic. As far as 
could be iearned no deaths have occurred, ana 
the indications are that unless somethiog un- 
foreseen transpires, the horses will escape 
without much injury. Livery staodle 


keepers donotfear any fatal results as long 
as the weather contiques fine. Stormy or 
cloudy weather appears to be conducive to 
the propagation ot the disease, which takes 
bola of ali the horses at once. There were 
very few new cases this morning, and those 
affected ame doing well. Nearly all tue 
borses velongirgto livery stabies are being 
worked, though particular pains are taken to 
drive them easily aud keep them warm. No 
fear is entertained nslong as the animals re- 
tain their appetite and are able toeuat. So far 
none bave exhibited symptoms ol faillmg up- 
petite. The stables ot veterinary 
surgeons are full of norses, bemng 
doctored, and aj] seem to be doing well. No 
medicine or special treanment is given them, 
as the only physic necessary is goou treatment 
in not wo} king them too hard und in keepiog 
them from getting chilled. Lhe 
Gr stables change animais at each 
trip, und the horse is no 
sooner unhernessed than blankets are thrown 
over him to keep up the temperature induced 
by driving. The veterinary surgeon3 express 
the velief that the disease will soon wear oilf, 
and say that there is little probabii- 
ity of its assuming the violentand deadly 
torm it badin 1872. 

At the livery stable of Monahan & Rogers, on 
Seventh street, it was uscertained from Mr. 
Rogers that some of the stock had become at- 
lected. aut one horse—a gray wone-- 
Was incapacitated from aoing duty, and 
even that horse did a day’s work 
yesterday. Allthe other animals had a slight 
cough, but with achange inthe weather be 
was satisfied that they would becom? envireiy 
better. 

At Pohliman & Bros.’ large sale stables, on 
the corner of Fitth ana Carr streets, it was 


lenrmed thatone horse hada pronounced and | 


severe Case Of epizuouytic. With thisexception, 
the promictors of the stables denied that since 
the epidemic had become yveneral any of 
the equines sent to their stalls bad been in any 
way seriously troubled with the disease. 

The pumber of borses dail¥V received at Retl- 
lv & Wolfort’s estavlishment,at the corner of 
Heoudway and Mollanphy street, amounts to 
from fifty to one hundred and sometimes runs 
over those numbers. According to the pro- 
mietors no serious case ot the disease has oc- 
curred yet among the horses handled by them, 
xithough all of them have more or 
touch of sickness. They consider that it is 
nothing but a cold that has attacked 
horses thhoughout the city in consequence of 
the change in the weather, and scuut the idea 
thatthe genuine epizoutic has 
our midst. 

Crosswhite & Robertson, also owner? of 
lar ve stables on Broadway, did not attempt to 
deny that tt vreas tiany of their 
borses were stricken slightly with 
the epizootic, but said thatit bad only as vet 
uppeured ina ligot torm and thit they were 
rot afraidof loring av auimal. Probably one- 
haif of their stock had a small crouch of the 
(lisease, but they cid not refuse their feed, 
wiich wes avery goou sign, and were vetting 
al ng nicely. 

Out of sixty or seventy horses -in 
the stalis ot schuler & Company oa 
Brosdadwuy, Mr. Schuler said that only four 
or tive were badly affected. These were sutter- 
ing frou: the Oisease, but he expected that in 
nx day ortwo they would beentirely recovered. 
In bis opinion there \: 4% vo cause to fear any 
such epiuemic as tnat which occurred in 1872. 

thomas hnox, the proprietor of a sales 
stabie on the same biock, said that he genaer- 
aliy had from twenty-five to sixty horse; in 
his stalls. To-day there were = about 
forty, and every one was sound and in youd 
condition for work. The scare in reference to 
theepizooic wus altogether without canse, 
und unnecessary. 

The memvers of thetirm of Maher & Cahn 
were willing to State that uearlv all of tte 
horses had shown symptoms of what is sup- 
posed to be the epizootic, but lauzhel 
ut the suggestion tbat the resni¢ in 
their cases might prove serious.
